FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  APPLES 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


Only  light  supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  available  for  the 
Liverpool  auction  on  Wednesday,  November  28,  but  most  of  the  fruit  con- 
sisted of  2~  inch  unclassified  stock  appearing  over-ripe  and  with  a 
small  amount  of  vitality,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith, 
the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Auction  supplies  of 
boxed  apples  were  light  but  stocks  in  the  hands  of  jobbers  and  retail- 
ers were  liberal.    The  cargoes  of  West  Coast  apples  have  been  arriving 
in  splendid  condition,  whereas  few  arrivals  of  barreled  apples  were  in 
first  class  condition,   states  Mr.  Smith. 

Owing  to  the  generally  poor  condition  of  most  of  the  barreled 
stock  available,  a  large  volume  of  the  fruit  sold  at  from  $4,62  to 
$5.35  per  barrel.     The  large  sizes  particularly  showed  weak  condition 
and  decay.     A  slight  premium  was  paid  on  2?  inch  minimum  stock.  The 
market  would  take  more  highly  colored  Virginia  Yorks.     Supplies  of 
this  variety  were  light  and  the  demand  was  good  for  fruit  in  good  con- 
dition.   U.S,  No.  1,  2£  inch  stock  in  good  condition  brought  $6.33  to 
$6.57.     There  was  also  a  good  demand  for  New  York  Rhode  Islard  Green- 
ings, U.S.  No.   1,  2|  inch  stock  ranging  from  $5.81  to  $7.30  per  barrel, 
which  is  equivalent  to  $4.67  to  $5.13  per  barrel  f.o.b.  Rochester. 
Barreled  varieties  in  general  were  only  in  light  supply,  but  as  already 
stated,  much  of  the  stock  was  in  unsatisfactory  merchandising  condition. 

Boxed  supplies  were  in  relatively  larger  supply  and  the  fruit  in 
general  was  in  good  condition.     Supplies  afloat  via  the  Panama  Canal  are 
reported  to  be  liberal.     The  consumption  of  Pacific  Northwest  Jonathans 
is  good,  states  Mr.  Smith.     Liberal  °upplies  were  offered  from  T<vashington 
Extra  Fancy  grades,  sizes  150/175  selling  at  $2.43  per  box.  Washington 
Winesaps  met  with  a  slow  demand,  Extra  Fancy  grades  of  150/175' u  bringing 
from  $2.13  to  $2.19.     The  demand  was  good  for  Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns. 
Supplies  from  the  Hood  River  and  Medford  sections  sold  readily  at  $3.41 
per  box  for  Extra  Fancy,   150/175  stock.     There  was  also  a  good  demand  for 
Oregon  Spitzenbergs  and  Delicious.
